He said here was a $150,000-a-year 
board of operations to tell an $84,- 
000-a-year shipping board how to 
operate the Government merchant 
fleet: that there were experts at 
high salaries to tell other experts 
what to do and that there were 
high-paid lawyers to tell other high- 
paid lawyers how to interpret the 
law. 

Told to Charter British Shin 

Senator McKellar, Democrat, Ten- 
nessee, told the Senate that he had 
received recently a request from a 
business man in his State as to the 
possibility of chartering a Shipping 
Board vessel to carry a cargo of 
freight from Texas to United King- 
dom ports and had referred the re- 
quest to J. B. Small, “a $30,000-a- 
year director of operations.” He 
had been teld, he said. that the in- 
guirer should charter a British ship 
rather than an American vessel, be- 
cause the British steamer would 
give a lower freight rate. 

Resuming his address Senator 
Heflin launched into a vigorous at- 
tack on the Republicans, asserting 
that not one of them had protested 
against or demanded an investica- 
tion of the increases in the salaries 
in the New York Federal Reserve 
Bank. 

Senator Smoot, Republican, Utah. 
replied that Senators could not 
be held responsible for the increases 
and that there was no law govern- 
ting the situation. He added that he 
had called the matter to the atten- 
tion of the Federal Reserve Board 
and that undoubtedly an inquiry was 
being made. 

Source of Republican Funds. 

Declaring that the Senate would 
hear more on this and other sub- 
Sects later. the Alabama Senator 
went on with his attack, charging 
that Wall street was “the  devilich 
source from which came Republican 
campaign funds,” and that “money 
flowed iike rivers” in the § recent 
senatorial election in New Mexico.

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OME people say that printers 
are fighting for the forty-four-

you that these men want the 
world—but here’s what they DO 
want. They ask for working hours that give 
them a chance to live just as long as other 
American citizens. Printers now are dying 


nine years before their time. 


Here are the figures. The records of the 
[International Typographical Union show 
that last vear the average age of the mem- 
bers who died was 53 years—33.17 to be 
exact. Reliable statistics give the average 
expectancy of 21-year-old American citizens 
as being a trifle over 41 years, indicating an 
age at death of more than 62 years. — 
there’s a difference of nine years. Just think 
—nine years being cut off of the life of a 
large group of American citizens.

As in the old law, stated Russell, 
a horn or whistle is necessary, in 
good working order, capable of 
emitting a sound sufficient to warn 
other users of the highway and 
pedestrians of the approach of such 
vehicle, but shall not be used for 
naking unnecessary noises. Muf- 
fler cut-outs are not permitted and 
no vehicle shall be driven in a man- 
ner to emit successive and unneces- 
sary noises.

As they emerged 
into view again they were in easy range of two other 
towers, one on each side. it was noticed that Gardner 
had sO maneuvered as to place a companion on each 
side of him and as they scaled the first fence one of 
them fell dead from a guard's bullet. As they sped to 
the second fence, the other one fell, badly wounded. 

With bullets kicking up the dust on al! sides of him. 
Gardner vauited the outer fence. There was a large 
open meadow here, bounded on tite far side by a 
growth of timber. It seemed impossible that any man 
could pass the open space and live. But tuck favored 
the fugitive. A herd of prison cattle was grazing in 
the meadow and Gardner headed for them. He was in 
their midst in an instant, and, startled by his sudden 
arrival, the herd stampeded. 

In some fashion Gardner kept among them and the 
cloud of dust they threw up concealed his movements. 
Although he was seen to stumble once, he reached the 
fringe of timber and disappeared. 

Herbert H. Votaw, brother-in-law of President Hard- 
ing and superintendent of Federal] prisons, and other 
members of the Federal Parole Board were in Warden 
Maloney’s office when the shots and the wail of the 
prison siren announced the escape. They ran to the 
windows in time to see Gardner's burricane flight 
through the meadow. 

Warden Maioney instantly organized a pursuit, 
marched the other convicts to their cells, sent motor 
and rowboats around the island, which hag an area 
of about 12 square miles and is densely wooded in parts, 
and then had the underbrush fired tn the hope of driv- 
ing out Gardner.

Q BE, for nearly one year, 
country whieh never existed and 
to be jerked ignominiously from a throne 
which he had never occupied, save in his 
own brazen pretensions, tells briefly the 
extraordinary story of Louis La Forge, 
now languishing in a French jail. 
It sounds like a comic opera plot, devised by a lib- 
of more than common exuberance, this short 
but dazzling career of “Kinz” Louis, who had been 
holding roval court at Nice, a temporary exile from his 
“kingdom. His downfall. a few weeks ago. rocked 
all France, and several other countries—with laughter 

No cannon boomed as this dynasty toppled, no vet- 
eran egrenadiers died gloriousiy in battle with enemies 
of the crown, no calm-faced aristocrats, remembering 
their looked at the and its 
tumbrils contemptuously 

The end of the comedy was very different from any- 
thing like this.. but it put just as definite-an end to 
the colorful career of Lonis, selfetvied “Sovereign of 
the United Demanial Kingdom of Trans-Caucasia,’ Mai- 
kop and Fergbana, Prince of Vitanval and Count Ferg- 
hana. 

One pleasant morning in Nice, two businessiike gen- 
darmes walked briskiv up to the door of the shabby 
little apartment where “King ’ louis was just tempo- 
rarily domiciled with his “Queen,” kKnuckled the door, 
and, when the one maid who comprised the royal 
household admitted them, haled “King” Louis before 
@ magistrate 

And after just a brief hearing. its ricors untempered 
by any ceremonia!], the fallen monarch was taken to 
jail. where he awaits trial on a charge of fraud 

The complainants were merchants at Nice, from 
whom he had ordered such kingly appurtenances as a 
diamond crown, a pearl necklace (for the “Queen” )}. 
coronation robes and other expensive raiment. Be- 
cause “King” Louis’ exchequer was bare as that of 
many a genuine royal personage today. the tradesmen 
began to doubt that he was a King at all--which seems 
iliogical on their part.

Before his downfall, “King” Louis even had the 
effrontery to apply on behalf of his mythical kingdom 
for membership in the League of Nations, and so im- 
pressed by the document were the officials of the 
League Secretariat at Geneva that they probably would 
have given the application their serious attention, but 
for one circumstance. They could not find the coun- 
try on any of their maps’ So they referred the matter 
to the Government of France, which did nothing what- 
ever about it 

This application for membership in the League of 
Nations was sent to Geneva by “King” Louis for the 
very -practical purpose of strengthening his position 
in the eves of his dupes at Nice, and as such must be 
recarded as his crowning achievement and a masierly 
bit of fraud. Moreover, it apparentiy had no share ip 
his downfall, which came through the mercenary 
tradesmen 

When Louis first went to Nice (and the French Ri- 
Viera always has been a popular region with n¥narchs 
and lesser nobility) he explained that he had been 
driven from his realm by the bolshevists. It was to 
be only a temporary exile, said Louis, and he talked 
confidently of the day when he would be restored to 
the throne of his fathers. 

The rightful ruler of the “United Domanial King- 
dom of Trans-Caucasia™ told an ever-widening circle 
of followers among middle-class people at Nice that 
he was certain to regain his royal piace, either through 
the intervention of certain great nations to whom he 
alluded mysteriously, or by means of an army ‘which 
even then his loyal subjects were secretly organizing 
against the bolshevist invaders. 

There were plenty of credulous persons at Nice 
(mostiy proprietors of small shops) who believed 
Louis’ story, although they never had heard of his 
kingdom before, and who were ready enough to ac- 
cept posts in the Royal Cabinet which he set about 
Organizing there. These new ministers did not re- 
ceive any pay, of course, but they enjoyed the high- 
sounding tithes bestowed on them by “King” Louis, 
and the decorations, even though the insignia of the 
tatter had to be manufactured at their own expense 


And the bright future 
was to reward them 
with bounteous allow- 
ances and fair desmenes 
in the land of Trans- 
Caucasia. 

Meanwhile, with the 
accursed bolsheviki rav- 
aging that unhappy 
country and no reve- 
nue coming to the right- 
fnl sovereign. it was but 
natural that the Min- 
isters whom Louis had 
appointed at Nice 
should lend him small 
sums of money with 
which to meet his mod- 
est expenses there—-so 
different from the splen- 

did life of old, in his 
palaces in Trans-Cau- 
Cassia. 

The Ministers were 
sure to be repaid, and 
lavishly rewarded for 
the accommodation be- 
sides, out of the vast 
fortune which awaited 
“Kine” Louis in the 
vast undeveloped oil 
lands of Trans-Can- 
casia. Once let the bo)- 
sheviki be cleared out 
of his kingdom and he would sink oi] wells there and 
have the wealth of Croesus 

Meanwhile, there were affairs of state to be attend- 
ed to. Establishing his Cabinet of Ministers in a law- 
ver's office at Nice. ‘King’ Louis issued proclamations 
in royal style to his unhappy subjects in faraway 
Trans-Caucasia, bidding them to be brave and hopeful, 
his signature attested by the proper Ministers 

He also addressed solemn diplomatic notes to dif- 
ferent Powers, and it. was here that he caused to be 
drawn up the application for membership in the 
Leacue of Nations As to the latter paper, experts 
who have seen it say the document was worthy of the 
best traditions of statecraft. Its wording is said to re- 
veal, on the part of “King” Louis, a profound study of 
history and the usages of diplomacy. 

Inscribed upon magnificently eMboased stationery, 
adorned with the royal coat-of-arms and signed by the 
Secretary of State, Duke de Dukoudowsky—who had 
formerly been the sexton in a cemetery—the docu- 
ment impressed everybudy who saw it, including the 
League officials at’ Geneva, as told above. 

In the midst of all this business, extremely useful 
to “Kine” Louis in maintaining his hold upon the 
dupes at Nice, even though fufile elsewhere. he did 
not neglect the social side of being a King. The 
gaveties of the Riviera were reflected in the shabby 
litule apartment where he and the “Queen actually 
“held court” in the approved manner of nearly all 
pretenders in the past 

The salon was small, the appointments not what 
they should have been for royal functions, the cere- 
monia! neceasarily curtailed, but with smiling apolo- 
gies for the present and dazzling predictions for the 
future this extraordinary “King” and “Queen” re- 
ceived their Ministers and others for month after 
monih. 

Of course, there were plenty of orders, such as 
those of the Golden Eagle. Cordon of St. Andreak, 
Red Elephant, Shakspeare, Blue Tortoise ifor avi- 
ators) and Green Pelican. Each of the Trans-Cau- 
casian Ministers wore at least one of these glittering 
medalis—bought at his own expense. 

And there was the Order of the Heron of Vitanval, 
a decoration reserved for women eligible to the royal 
favor, and ui which the “Queen” was made the head. 

Louis “Queen,” by the way,-supplies the heart in- 
terest of this true story from France. Not long after 
Louis had established himself in Nice, as the exiled 
“King” of Trans-Caucasia, he stated that one of his 
royal bobbies was the writing of scenarios for lm 


plays. Accompanied by 
several of his courtiers 
he paid an official visit 
to a acreen studio at 
Nice and became very 
popular with some of 
the actresses there by 
promising them big 
roles in an imposing 
acreen drama which, he 
said. he contemplated 
producing 

After several more 
visits he singled out one 
for his especial favor— 
Mile. Clementine Fa- 
roppa, a 20-year-old 
Parisienne. and one of 
the prettiest at the 
studio. Upon her he 
bestowed the title of 
Princess of Ferghana 
and fiancee to His Ma- 
jesty. Mile. Faroppa 
was 80 captivated with 
the regal bearing of

Some details of the 
wavy Louis went about 
the task of establish- 
ine himself in Nice as 
an exiled monarch 
may be Interesting. 
The basis of his pre- 
tensions consisted of 
eounterfeit letters, and 
remarkably clever let- 
ters they were, too. 
The forged communi- 
cations purporting to 
come from the British 
and French Govern- 
ments are declared to 
have been § master- 
pieces in composition 
and form. 

He also had in his 
possession a dozen 
documents in the Rus- 
sian language, osten- 
sibly state papers of 
Trans-Caucasia, which 
must have been pre- 
pared by confederates 
as yet unidentified, for 
Louis does not know 
the Ruseian lan- 
ruage 

And he had maps 
showing the alleged 
docation of his “King- 
dom of Trans-Cau- 
casia,”” which does not 
really exist. 

With all these docu- 
ments in his pocket, 
“King” Louis called 
upon M. Suter, direc- 
tor of a small local 
savings bank.

his realm, namely, the “King- 
dom of Trans-Caucasia.” But 
before Louis was through with 
M. Suter the latter had ac- 
cepted ministerial rank and 
the title of Count Suteroff 
By a similar process, M. Regi- 
nen, a bank clerk, became 
Baron KRKeginenski, Minister 

f Posts and Telegraph: M. Tastavi, a draftsman, 
a Count and Minigter of Foreign Affairs; while other 
simple-minded residents of Nice became Ministers, too, 
and received titles of nobility. 

Now all these persons have returned to their bour- 
geois stations in life, somewhat poorer in pocket, but 
with experience which” may prove valuable to them in 
the future. 

Everything had gone well with “King” Louis tin his 
audacious swindle for almost a year, and perhaps it 
was this very success which emboldened him to take 
the false step which cost him the “throne” of Trans- 
Caucasia and landed him in a cell, charged with fraud. 

Last June “King” Louis suddenly decided that he 
must live in a manner more befitting his exalted sta- 
tion. He was tired of the shabbiness and economies 
necessitated by the small income he obtained in the 
form of small loans from his Ministers and other 
dupes. This was no way for a King to live, even an 
exiled one, he decided And ereater pretensions 
probably would bring in a larger income from these 
Same courtiers 

So he went to a leading jeweler’s and ordered a splen- 
did diamond-studded crown for himself, a superb pearl 
necklace for the “Queen’ and numerous other costly 
jewels for them both. At e costumer’s he had himself 
and the “Queen measured for coronation robes and 
other raiment of the most expensive kind 

The total of these purchases came to several millions 
of france, which “King” Louis said he would pay as 
soon as his country had been freed of the bolsheviki, 
probably in just a few days. At the same time he ex- 
hibited state documents purporting to bear the signa- 
tures of such men as Briand and Lloyd George, to, 
identify himself as what he said he was, the exiled 
ruler of the “Kingdom of Trans-Caucasia.” 

But in transactions of such magnitude as this. the 
merchants grew cautious. The more they debated 
among themselves the more suspicious they became, 
and finally they consulted the police. As @ result, be- 
fore the “King” or “Queen” had a chance to don 
either crown jewels or coronation robes, both of them 
were under arrest. 

Then it came out that, some 20 years before, Louis 
had perpetrated a similar swindle at Paris, aping 
royalty so successfully that for a time he fooled every- 
body. it was during the 1900 exposition that Louis ap- 


peared at Paris, styling himself Prince de Vitanval. 
He was a distinguished-looking youth, dressed with 
tasteful elegance, and he had with him forged letters of 
introduction which quickly gained him entry into the 
most fashionable society. 

Paris that year was full of visiting royalties and 
titled personages, and nobody thought to inquire just 
where the principality was which this agreeable young 
Prince ruled. He soon was on intimate terms with 
leading figures in the politics and finances of Paris. 
Finally, in his craving for aggrandizement, Louis be- 
gan running up large biile and failing to cover his 
margins on the stock market, whereupon inquiry and 
exposure followed. 

Although at the time considerable doubt was ex- 
pressed as to his sanity, he received a penitentiary 
sentence because of a somewhat shady past. Even 
now, the doctors and criminologists who have exam- 
ined him, and the veteran police officials, have not de- 
cided whether he is a cunning malefactor who de- 
serves a long term of imprisonment or a hapless vic- 
tim of exaggerated ego, only fit for-the madhouse. 

Hut they do know that the self-styled “Sovereign of 
the United Domanial Kingdom of Trans-Caucasia.”’ 
etc., is in reality just the scapegrace son of respectable 
parents residing in Honfleur, near Havre. Whether 
subtle crook or mental defective, he made a good 
living for a year by pretending to be a King. 

Louis La Forge’s aspirations for the grandeur of 
royalty recall the career of Jacques Lebaudy, the “Em- 
peror of the Sahara,”” who was shot and killed by his 
wife in their Long Island home on Jan. 11, 1919. Le- 
baudy was a son of the head of the French Sugar Trust. 
and had inherited $15,000,000 from his father about 
»? Years before, and received other legacies on the 
death of his mother. 

Recause of his dissipations and extravagances, he was 
known on the Parisian boulevards as ‘the Big Sugar 
Bowl,” in distinction from a brother who was called 
“the Little Sugar Bowl.” 

On the coast of Africa, opposite the Canary Islands, 
there was in 1903 a strip almost 2‘) miles long and 
extending inland indefinitely which was not held by 
any of the great nations. Thither Lebaudy set sail in 
an armed yacht, after having had a crown and scepter 
and coronation robes made and a set of postage stamps 
printed Landing there with his nondescript follow- 
ers, Lebaudy formally took possession of the region as 
“Jacques |, Emperor of the Sahara.” 

Difficulties with the French, Spanish and Swias Gov- 
ermments soon arose and “Jacques I” hauled down his 
flag, consisting of three bees on a field of purple, and 
returned to France. A French warship took off some of 
the colonists who had been left behind 

In 1904 Lebaudy “renounced bis crown” and in 1907 
he came to the United States and resided on Long Is- 
lang Mre.

HIS may be called the last Caruso story. 
It has seemed that al) tales, droll or 
dramatic, have been tcld as a funeral 
rite over the greatest of tenors. But 
there is a young Mexican soprano living 
in New York who sits and weeps as she 
recalls a dav behind whose splendors fa- 
tality closed swiftly. 

Two years ago an impresario came to New York 
to gather a company for the fal! opera season in the 
City of Mexico. For a century the old capital had 
been proud of its opera seasons, but during the evil 
vears of the war troubles music had dulled its voice in 
the Valley of Anhuac. Now the disturbances had 
subsided, and the City of Mexico prepared itself for an 
opera season that would surpass all others gone before. 

The Mexican impresario began by engaging Caruso. 

The tenor in that autumn was full of fortune and 

happiness (his succession of calamities was not to 
begin until half a year later, with the bombing of 
_ the theater where he sang in Havana and the coinci- 
dent jewel robbery on Long Island). his voice was in 
the ripeness of his later vears, and it seemed that with 
him engaged nothing could lack An accompanying 
cast was quickly signed—a complete cast. save for a 
dramatic sopreno. 

No prominent dramatic soprano was to he found 
unengaged in the United States. This was disquieting 
An opera company cannot flourish without a dramatic 
soprano Caruso had been advertised to sing the 
favorite “Masked Ball,” with its big, dramatic part of 
Amelia. And time was short. since the beginning of 
the Mexican season was only a 
couple of weeks away 

The impresario sent cables to 
Italy for a singer, anc the in-

The troupe arrived in Mex- 
ico City om the Thursday be- 
fore the opening night on Mon- 
day. “The Masked Ball.’ with 
Caruso, was billed for Tuesday 
night. and would be the grand 
and festive piece. A dramatic 
soprano had to be secured 
somewhere 

The impresario issued an ap- 
peal to the vocal schools of the 
capital. Had they a pupil who 
was capable of singing opposite 
Caruso in “The Masked Bali” 

After hurried examinations 
and trials it was found that 
there was one girl who had the 
voice and training for the task. 
Her name was Clara Elena 
Sanchez, and she was a pupil 
at the National Conservatory. 

She was small, her face was 
round, her eves black. her fea- 
tures of Spanish cast. She had 
come from the fine City of 
Leon in the State of Guana- 
juato. When she was 5 vears 
old she had gone to her father 
on his nameday and. arccom- 
panving berself on the hig 
guitar, had sung “La Golon- 
drina”™ for him. He had broken 
into tears. embraced her and the big guitar. and 
vowed by ihe saint whose name he bore that she should 
become & great singer. He was the son of a prom}- 
nent family that had given its fortune to the cause of 
Hidalgo during the war of independence, and had 
been impoverished. But with great sacrifices he had 
sent the girl to study voice im the capital Now she 
was judged qualified for a major operatic part. Only. 
she did not know the role of Amelia in “The Masked 
Ball” She was engaged for the part, nevertheless 

“I promised to learn it in the four days that re- 
mained before the performance.” 

Clara Elena Sanches sat at the Piano and talked in 
italian, slowly and distinctly. as one who is careful 
of diction. Her gestures were as expressive. but not 
so profuse. as those of an Italian. 

“I studied all day. and could not sieep at nicht 
Maestro Papi of the Metropolitan Opera House was the 
conductor. He coached me. He was full of kindness 
and understanding, and told me to take my task tran- 
quilly. But I was so torn by the labor of mastering 
the part so quickly and by the immensity of the trial— 
singing beside Caruso in the greatest operatic per- 
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formance I had ever dreamed of— 
that when ! dozed in my bed |!

This latter case is quoted to show how even an in- 
telligent, English-speaking person, whose status is 
above dispute, can be subjected to gravest inconvent- 
ence and even run the danger of deportation under the 
terms of the new law. The immigration authorities are 
not to blame. They have to do as told gut it can 
readily De seen that a foreigner, with scant Knowledge 
of language or customs, might be unable to convince 
the officials that he had complied with all regulations 
of the statute, in which case a deportation might en- 
sue that could well develop into a tragedy. 

To thousands of foreigners, many of whom have 
relatives awaiting them in this country, the passage of 
the immigration law created a necessity of desperate 
urgency. This is particularly the case when the num- 
ber of immigrants from a certain country is held to 
a small figure by the provisions of the law. 

A strixing illustration was afforded on Aug. 2, when 
the Greek line steamship Megali Helias and the Anchor 
liner Calabfia raced into the Narrows and the Ureek 
vessel won bv a scanty margin. It required oniy 6; 
minutes to show that the allotment,for the month 
from Greece and Persia had been filled. And of those 
on the Calabria, 58 had to go back to Europe and wait 
for another vear before they will be permitted again to 
make the attempt—if,indeed, in their poverty-stricken 
condition, they will ever again be able to raise the 
funds for another ocean passaéZe. 

In the first few hours of August. the quotas of four 
different divisions of immigrants had been exbausted 
and approximately 7) intended immigrants were await- 
ing deportation, according to Ellis island officials. Of 
these, 520) were sent back solely because they had ar- 
rived after the monthly quota for their nationalities 
had been exhausted 

In the race mentioned above between the Mezali 
Hellas and the Calabria. the Quarantine officials gave 
the time of their arrival as 1:07. and 1:(% a. m. re- 
apectively. So because of those two minutes, oS persons 
lost the opportunity for the life to which they had 
looked forward so earnest! 

As an illustration of how futile all preparations are 
for observing this time limit, it may be remarked that 
both vessels took on passengers knowing that they 
would have to land in August to be admitted. Both 
ships started ahead of time and both lay for 4* hours 
outside the three-mile limit. Yet in spite of these pre- 
cautions, they were unable to ijiand all those desirous 
of becoming citizens here.

in some cases, families have been broken up by the

remarked that some part of the trouble must be charged 
to dishonest steamship agents who have brought ‘to 
this country innocent immigrants in spite of our con- 
tinued warnings during a period of great leniency.”

which he found himself easily equals 
anything that Jack London has ever 
compiled in a romance... He Was an en- 
listed man in the army and a deserter. 
He fled across the Mexican border, was 
captured for ammunition smuggling, 
escaped from jail and fled back to the 
United States. He became a prize fighter 
and mining promoter and when “broke” 
made his first attempt at crime and tried 
to hold up a jewelry store in San Fran- 
cisco. Sentenced to five years in San 
Quentin prison, be sided with the guards 
in a fight with unruly prisoners and was 
granted a parole as his reward. He se- 
cured a Government job at Mare Island, 
met and married Dolly Nelson, and was 
on his way to Los Angeles on his honey- 
moon when the ship was wrecked and 
they barely escaped with their lives. 

At Los Angeles, Gardner started a small 
welding shop and was doing well when 


his plant was wiped out by fire. After 
some hardships he succeeded in getting 
°000 together on a welding contract, 
but lost this gambling at Tia Juana, 
across the Mexican border. He noticed 
a large shipment of currency in the San 
Diego Postoffice and is said to have 
formed plans then for a mail robbery. 

This was the real beginning of his sec- 
ond start on a criminal career wherein 
the most remarkable feature has been his 
persistence in attempting to escape any 
penalty for his misdeeds. He has shown 
none of the bitterness of the hunted man, 
has always been so pleasant in demeanor 
with his temporary captors as to make 
a most favorable impression and appar- 
ently regards danger and pursuits in the 
most impersonal fashion. 

When he decided to take up mail rob- 
bing he lost no time. With the same 
coolness he has always shown in his 
escapades, he waited on an open street 
for the passing of a truck carrying reg- 
istered mail to the postoffice. He leaped 
beside the driver, held a revolver at his 
head, and picked up packages containing 
registered mail valued at $80,000. Of 
this, about $67,000 was in negotiable se- 
curities. Then he made his escape in 
spite of the fact that the street was 
crowded. 

Gardner had made no effort to disguise 
himself and Raymond Stock, the truck 
driver, was able to give a good descrip- 
tion of him. He was trailed and located. 
He surrendered without resistance, at 
first denying the crime. But when his 
wife pleaded with him to tell the truth, 
he admitted the deed freely. 

He showed two characteristics here 
that he has apparently maintained ever 
since. One was the apparent lack of 
emotion with ‘which he conducted his. 
crimes, the other the confidence he 
seemed to feel that he could escape, even | 
when sentenced. He apologized profuse-_| 
ty to Stock, the truck driver. for language 
he had used to him during the holdup, 
telling him it was simply “profession- | 
al hardness” for the purposes of the case. | 
To the detectives who had him in charge. 
he gave laughing assurance that he was | 
not going to serve any term in prison. 

He was sentenced to serve 25 years in

He was put in a stateroom of the’ 
through Pullman train running from San.

As the guard turned his eyes to the 
window Gardner snatched the revolver 
from the officer's holster, with his free 
hand.

They complied. Tom Wing, the Chi- 
naman, acting under orders, took the keys 
of the irons from their pockets and hand- 
cuffed the officers to the second China- 
man, whe, in turn, they handcuffed fo 
the steampipes. Just why they did not 
take the second prisoner with them no 
one knows. At all events, they robbed 
him of $20 before leaving him. Then they 
walked slowly through the train, show- 
ing the utmost composure, and leaped off 
as it entered East Portland Station. 

As Gardner had kept in communica- 
tion with his wife after his flight from 
the scene of the holdup, the police had 
the telephone wire leading to her house 
tapped. A few days later he called her 
up and, when she urged him to surrender, 
the call was traced. Officers "were sent 
to the scene and although Gardner had 
left, he was traced and seen to enter a 
cfump of woods on the O’Kell ranch.

experiments which have recently 

been conducted at the Forest Prod- 
ucts Laboratory at Madison, Wis., in co- 
operation with the State Agri¢cultural Ex- 
periment Station. While untreated saw- 
dust is of no value as a stock food, saw- 
dust treated with a weak acid has recent- 
Ivy been fed to dairy cattle with good re- 
sults. 

Treated for less than an hour with 
chemicals that changed one-fourth of the 
wood to sugar and made the woody tissue 
more easily digested by a simple process 
known as hydrolysis, the new product

was fed to dairy cattle during a four- 
week period a8 a substitute for a part of 
their grain ration. The cows thrived on 
the change in food, and kept up their 
normal flow of milk during the course of 
the feeding trial. Since the treated saw- 
dust is a fattening food, other grain con- 
taining protein, or muscle-buflding sub- 
stances, is included in the ration. Further 
trials are planned to find out the com- 
mercial possibility of utilizing timber 
wastes in this manner, and to ascertain 
the food value of the treated sawdust, but 
indications already show that cattle may 


be fed the treated sawdust in a grain ra-, 


tion with good results.

It is she who converts free- 
dom into license, and exaggerates the very sensible 
and hvgienic dress of today, thus calling down upon 
her sex the animadversions of Bishops and peonle who 
belong still to that old conepiracy to maintain that 
women have no legs, except, as somebody said some- 
where the other day, “when the Government says they 
may.” 

The business of this type of girl is to attract men; 


to that end she uses everything at her command. 


Shrewd and calculating, she “knows” men, has drawn 
her conclusions about them. Why should she occupy 
her mind with “higher” things when men's minds 
(where women are concerned) are so obviously occu- 
vied with the lesser? ‘She was pretty, overdressed 
and even at a giance adorably silly.”’ That sentence 
from Mr. Gilbert Cannan's new novel gives the case of 
‘hese women in a nutshell. 

Adorably' They can hardly be blamed for giving 
men what so many of them do seem to want. Useless 
to say that these girls do not obtain husbands. They 
fo—and good ones (the instances are overwhelming) 

so that their policy must to them stand completely 
justified. Yet these girls (and it cannot be too-em- 
phatically pronounced) are not “modern.” They 
merely use modern conditions, modern freedom for 
their own ends. Far from being “new,” they are, be- 
neath their veneer, as old as time. 

The really “new” woman is she who has learned the 
dignity of her own existence and has ceased to care 
so tremendously what men think of her.

from which he scarcely recovered, though he took it 
with splendid spirit. They saw the flame, one night: 
“It was the Wolf House. And all the countryside, that 
had come to feel a personal pride and ownership in 
‘Jack's house,’ had gathered or was arriving.

“From his immediate actions, however, none but 
Eliza and I guessed the extent of his repining. Some- 
thing had to be done, and quickly. Forni, the master 
mason, must be taken in hand. He was like a father 
who had liost a child, and in danger of losing his 
reason. So Jack comforted him.” 

Jack London's death seems to have occurred at the 
very’ flood-tide of his powers—or, to be more accurate, 
at one of those periods of mental gestation when new 
life and power are gathering. Jack was troubled; ter- 
ribly, in the months before he died, but he was evi- 
dently growing tremendously. He had become deeply 
interested in psychoanalysis and was studying and 
thinking in that fertile field. It was a whole new life 
to him, and his long reading along these lines was 
culminating in reflections that would have meant a 
flood of work in new and highly valuable phase. 
Jack had seen a asinte side of life—experienced it 
in his own person—which is totally unknown to our 
study-and-parlor literary psychoanalysts. He should 
have had much to give us. 

His tragic death was the loss of a man whose life 
and work had significance on many sides.
